Interesting Letter of Pio None to the Xavier
Alvmnt SNodulity—tis Views on the Buses of
Amertvnn lustitutionn,

Bome weeks ago there was published an ad-
drees of the Xavier Alumpl SBodality to the Pope,
protesting agaiost the occupation of Rome by
the eoldiers of the Floreutine Goverament.
Thie protest was sent to the Holy Father, and
Lis answer to it Is now published.

The following ie o translation of the Papal
brief. It is of peculiar interest as the first
answer sent from Rome to the protests of the
American Uatholics and the Pope:—

PIUS . P, 1X.

Beloved Children, Health and Apostolic Bene-

diction: —

We who cherish with especial love assoclations
of Catholic youth, and because nothing can be
more acceplable and agreeable to us amid the
great contusion of the times aud the snares of
the impious, than that youth particularly should
walk zealously in the way of the Lord and firmly
adhere to Christian discipline; we coald not, 1
gay, beloved children, read the noble declara-
tion of your sentimeunts expressed in your leuter
of the 8th day of December last, without being
moved towards you with a pecaliar seutiment
of love,

For both your untbaken devotion towards us
and this Apostolic See, a8 you express it, alto-
gether requires Lthis of us, as woll as the exalted
feelings ol faith and religlon by which you ox-
prees your abhorrence of tne sacrilegious erimes
cammitted by the euetties of truth and justice
againgt onr rights and the rights of the Apos-
tolic pee and agoiust Holy Chnreb, condema-
ing with merited reprobation the implous
deeda of the tyrapnical rule of those who by
wmed force aud by all sorts of deceit and
fraud have trampled upon our civil power and
Iiberty.

But what especially, beloved chl.dren, gives
us a great esteem for yonr virtne, and gains oar
. Bpecial praise, is your eloquent declaration that
you avd all the moembers of yoar Sodality
place your bowor and glory iu upholding and
prepery iug firmly the principles of religion and
,unlicc which you have reccived Ly inberi-
tanee,

This noble resolution, beloved children, keep
falthfully and steadiastly: for since the founda-
tious of socinl order and prosperity in every
form of government, bul especially in that
which exists among youw, are to be based evi-
dently on thege principles; you know that the
whole stability, happiness, and honor of your
country depend upon the eame, and that no
othecs deserve better of it than they who strive
to preserve and to promote reverently the love
of justive, pure morality, and religion.

We pray God (o conlivm and streogthen with
hig grace your willa ia these zentlments. and
that vour exsmple may prodoee abundant frait
even Lo the advaniage ol olhers,

Finally, as a presage of all heavenly gifts and
a8 a pledge of our puteroal benevolence, receive,
beloved children, the aposto'ic Lenedietion,
which we very lovingly bestow on each aud
every one of you.

amonnt expended from the earniogs of the road
for that purpose was, during that period, $14.-
563, 10702-<thus disproving the position tuken
by the railroad, that thisdividend of $23,000,00)
was ueed In fwproving the conditlon of the
road.

A Buliding Blewn Dowa nnd Two Men
Urushed to Demih—Another Serivusly lu-

A terrible accident vecarred in the West Divi-

#ion of the city, late yesterday afternoon, resule-

ing v the Jusiant death of two men, and fear-

fully erushivg svother, Mr. Angus Martin had

uet ralsed hig house, located at No. 348 Hub-
wrd street, one story, and the blocks upon
which it rested bad, it was uu?mwd. been se-
curely arravged. Himself and two carpenters
who lived with bim, named Joseph Smith and
Willinmu Bplers, were at work in the basement,
when a rudden wind, almost like a hurricane,
came #p, und fairly lifted the house from jta
fonndations,

The blocks tombled over instantly, and with a
terrivle crash the bullding came down npon the
hends ©of the unfortunate men. Bpiers and
Smith were killed ipstantly. The former's neck
was broken, his head crushed, bis legs broken,
and his body otherwise hnrrlbiy mutilated. Oae

The Departure of the First ship.dead of BEmi.
armnts to Lower (aliforsin—A Spsoulntien
which may Give us a New Ntate.

The wharf of the Pacific Mail Steamship Com-
pany, New York, on Saturday afternoon pre-
#ented & curfvus aud somewhat unusual epec-
tacle. The steamship Ocean Quoen was to sall
for Magdaleva Bay, in Lower California, with
four hundred coloniste consisting of men,
women, and ehildren, of various natlonalities,
who are golng to rettle In Lower Callfornin.,

A large concourse of the friends of the de-
porting emigravis and otbers attracted by co-
riosity were gatbered about the wharf, the
scene reminding ove of the early days of the
California gold excitement. Many of the emi-
grante are Swedes and Germaoy, nearly aly
yeung and avle-bodied men avd women.

The purpore of these colonista in ing to
the hitherto almost nnexplored reglons of Lower
Calltorula 8 o gather an article of moss or
“orchMla,” which I8 a rubstitute lor the much
mure expenvive ‘‘cochineal” psed for dyeing
I-urpnsw. the “‘orchilla” making a beantifal
ineiel red dye, ealled by the French Maventa,
The employers of the colonists in tals enterprise
are Messrs, Jeseph Valdirah, Joseph A. Rabira,
aud Moires Puch, & wealiey firm In Guavaquil,
Euneador. Mr. Puch ix the only member of the
firm in America, and has had persopal super-
vision of the whele shipment of Lhe emigrants,
and accompanied them on their voyage.

Mr. Puch left Guevagull on the 6th of last
Avguet In his brig Venetis In search of some
locality where orciolla eonld be found. In
Lower California he found the object of bis
search in iimmense quamities. e traversed
the whole country, which he deseribes as one of
the most delightful aud fertile In the world,
and aboundivg in fruits, game, and whd cattle
Mr. Puch st once made a contract with the
Lower Calitornia Company for the exclusive
right 1o gather and export this orchilla. He
then epent rome weeks in New York, employing
wen 1o go there for this purpose.  He desires wo
employ altogether about 3000 men, women, aud
children, the first instalment of 400 having
eafely got off on Buturday,

Mr. Prch binds himself to pay to each colonist
whom he ewploys from 15 to #25 per month,
according 1o capacity, with hoard and lodging.
Healsoadvances the passage-money ( $40), which
18 10 he deducted frow thelr wages, In addition
to thig, 160 acres of laud is promised to each
eolonist who remains six months.

A versel loaded with lumber, tools, provigions,
building materials, ete, salled yesterday from
“an Francizco for Magdelena Bay, to await the
arrival of the colonisig, o that they may have
everything needful on thelr arrival.

Mr. Puch hag already expended from $568,000
1o #60.000 in the enterprise, ani feels contddent
ol realizing an lmmense profit from the invest-
ment.
